Declined Summarily By Men 


Agreement Is Reached 
for Employment of 10,- 
000 Maintenance Men 
During Coal Strike. 


Philadelphia, Angust 28.—An offer 
of arbitration to avert the anthracite 
coal strike came from mine owners 
late Friday, less than 24 hours after 
union leaders had issued the strike 
call, but representatives greeted the 
gesture coldly and there is no sign, 
so far. that the strike will not become 
effective at midnight next Monday. 

Recommendation that the operators 
“maintain a firm stand for arbitra- 
tion” came in a statement by Major 
-W. W. Inglis, spokesman for the own- 
ers, but union leaders here, including 
President John L. Lewis, professed to 
see a joker in Inglis’ suggestion that 
a permanent settlement of labor dif- 
ferences should provide for periodical 
rendjustment of the wage scale. 

Such readjustments, the operators 
held, are necessary for the proper 
gunging of prices. Representatives 
of the miners declared Friday night 
that this simply was an effort to es- 
tablish the sliding scale and said they 
would oppose it vigorously.

GAIN AT SAVANNAn 


Savannah, Ga., August 28.—Sa- 
vannah’s bank clearings for the week 
ending Angust 27, totaled $26,700 
046, an increase of 54.1 per cent over 
the corresponding week for 1924, and 
an increase of four points over the 
ratio of increase as of August 20, 
when the city led the entire country. 

In dollars and cents the increase 
amounts to $9,406,347, the clearings 
for the corresponding week of 1924 
having been $17,293,697. The increase 
over last week was $5,264,046, or 
24.6 per cent. 

The percentage of increase noted 
for the past three weeks ending 
Thursday tabulations have been ss 
follows: Week ending August 1%, 
41.6 per eent, increase over corres- 
ponding week of 1924; week ending 
August 20, increase of 50 per cent; 
week ending August 27, increase of 
54.1 per cent, which indicates a steady 
gain of remarkable proportions. 

When Savannah made -its gain 
during the week ending August 15, 
Buffalo topped all cities in the coun- 
try with 48.7 per cent.

Boise, Idaho, August 28.—()— 
France's debt to the United States 
should be adjusted without the assist- 
ance of England, Senator Borah, 
chairman of the foreign relatic : com- 
mittee of the senate, said in discussing 
negotiations now occurring between 
France and England. 

Senator Borah’s statement follows: 

“As I view it, France’s debt to the 
United States -is matter to be ad- 
justed between Franc? and the United 
States.

Premier VPainleve has unveiled a 
monument on Vimy Ridge, the place 
where the Canadian corps under Gen- 
eral Byng made the most dashing at- 
tack of the war.and where next to 
Ypres it suffered its heaviest losses.

The old shell holes have been 
filled and blood-red poppies grow in 
their depths. Some of the craters 
made by the explosion of mines in 
this sector are miniature lakes and 
water lilies float -on the surface. If 
you want to dig in the moss, you 
might stumble on an old tin hat or a 
water bottle. “But.” so writes the 
official, “if vou recall the place down 
the road to the village where we halt- 
ed in the rain just as Fritz raised his 
barrage and started to give us hell, 
the three field guns are still there with 
their broken wheels and limbers. But 
they are covered with a mass of flow- 
ers. It is as if someone had hung 
garlands around their grey necks and 
lL noticed an anxious mother bird in} 
the eannon’s mouth making hurried 
trips to the dark interior. Do you re- 
member the spot where we came upon 
the Jast pill box, where we lost 50 
men in half an hour? I strolled by 
there Jast night. A pair of lovers 
were sitting on the bloeks of cement 
whispering in the moonlight.”

“Ilvtch Lights” is the name the) 
Russian peasants have for electric! 
bulbs. Ilvtch was Lenin's’ middle 
name, and one of the dead leader's 
grandiose dreams was the electrifica- 
tion of rural Russia. This program is 
now partially being carried into ef- 
fect. Small villages. are equipped with 
power stations and it is having just 
the effect Lenin thought it ‘would 
have. The peasant stands awe-struck 
ut the wondrous innovations of-* the 
new regime. But they did not take to 
electrification without first opposing 
it violently. In their ignorance they 
thought electrification an evil djin or 
spirit that the -bolsheviks had over- 
powered in some way and held under 
their control. When some of them put 
their fingers on live wires and got a 
light shock, they ran bome in one 
locality and organized a revolt, want- 
ing to smash the machinery and the 
new equipment. In other places the 
engineers had to hold a lighted elec- 
trib bulb in a pile of hay to con- 
vince the mouzjiks that there was no 
danger of anything catching fire. 
After such experiences the peasants 
take to the electric lights with the 
delight of children. Everybody must 
have an “Iliteh lamp” and every cot- 
tage and hovel is now brigitiv illumi- 
nated. Down in the Caucasus the 
lights are still viewed as black magic, 
much in the same manner as was done 
by the Kaffir servants of President 
Kruger of the Transvaal.

GIRLS, BE YOURSELF. . 

The epidemic of reduction which has 
been raging through the-country has 
passed beyond control. The malady 
at first appeared to be merely the old 
familiar type of acute pernicious re- 
duction, which is a self-limited dis- 
ease, not particularly dangerous in it- 
self but only because of the lowered 
resistance which accompanies. the. 
attack—convalescence is frequently 
complicated by a painful spasm of 
rubbercorsetosis which flattens the 
hip if that’s where the victim carries 
her pocketbook. One factor in keep- 
ing the epidemic going is the large 
aggregate circulation of the shady, 
shoddy magazines which offer a mar- 
ket place to the purveyor of drugs, 
diets, appliances and soaps warranted 
to reduce or else (you may try to get) 
your money back. But I believe an- 
other factor of even greater impor- 
tance is the antiquated age-height- 
weight table which is still published 
by scale manufacturers, insurance 
companies and other concerns, the 
figures in such tables being fairly 
correct for the time and the people 
whose measurements were taken as 
standard. The perfect lady was 64 
inches tall and weighed 135 pounds: 
or less at 30 in grandma's time, but 
we must remember that the ladylike 
thing in, grandma’s time was a deli- 
cate, frail, timid, sickly, helpless sort 
of creature, fainting on the slightest 
pretext and altogether constructed on 
specifications laid down by romantic 
authors like Lydia Pinkem. 

The regular girl today is a differ- 
ent kind of animal. Her education is 
along different lines. Far from think- 
ing it unladylike to indulge in ath- 
letic activities, she’s outa luck if she 
doesn’t go in for such fun.

Olive Oil Versus Cod Liver Oil. 

Which is the most nourishing, olive 
oil or cod liver oil? Is olive oil good 
for nervousness?’

Answer—Each has about 300 ecal- 
ories to the ounce, but cod liver oil 
is more nourishing in accessory fac- 
tors such as yitamins, and iodin. Olive 
oil contains practically no vitamins 
and no iodin. Butter yields only 225 
calories to the ounce, but eontains fat 
soluble vitamins which are not fur- 
nished by olive oil.
